Of late copper 
coins are so largely imported from. British 
North Borneo aud Sarawak, and the Set- 


is thereby reduced. Instead of getting ono 
dallar for ninoty-seven or ninety-vight 
cents, wo hase now to give one hundred 
and two cents for the silver coin, and this 
state of thin.s, puts tha peorer cloases ta 
serious loss and disadvantage. Besid:s 
this the paiwabrokera algo refuse to take 
‘coppers without a premium, The value of 
each medium of currency is fixed by tho 
Government, and ngbody should bo allowed 
to incronse or decrenso the worth of any 
particular coin, This bas, hawever, ao- 
tually boen done, and wo sincerely hope 
‘that the anthorities, fur the sake of the 
poor, will take vigorous measures to pre- 
vent its continuance,

In fact tho inhabit- 
ants of the north of Kiangeu generally, 
with the exc ption of. those living in and 
near the * Model Settlement,’ enjoyed a 
singu'ne immunity from summer discases 
this year, which wil! be slso well remom- 
bored for the magnificent rice and colton 
harvests, the besb and most generous for 
many years, Judging from the present 
happy aspect of the country, with the 
heavy crop of cotton nearly all gathered, 
and the rica either already cut or ready for 
the sicklo, the people of this part of Chinn 
ought to be well off this winter.—Shanghai 
Mercury.

THE ‘NECKAR' IN THY SLO RM. 

The Norddeutscher Lloyd Steamer 
Neckar atrived in Hongkung on Sunday 
niorning, after experiencing a very rorgh 
passage. Sho left Singaporo om Monday 
the Z)th September. The following iso 
translation of her report ;— 


Oa the forenoon vf the 2nd October 
(Thursday) the sky became overcast, with 
iscreasing West- wind. The barometer 
showed at Sa.m, 760 mm., ‘at noon 754.8, 
In the afternoon a Northern swell was felt, 
increasing. strongly towards evening. -The 
weather became asturmy with guste of rait. 
‘Tho barometer at 4 p,mv was 765.6 mm, | at 
8 p.m. 753.7 mm,, at -mdoight 752 mm, 
Tho wind, which about. 8: o'clock had the 
furco of 8, incrensed to force 10.
